band of seven moose which had formerly been feeding 
near one of the ranches, has been completely exterminated 
by the Indians. A report from another part ol" tlve moun¬ 
tain area states that 23 deer were killed in one week by a 
Stoney. These occurrences give some indication of the 
’wholesale slaughter which can and does take place on gov¬ 
ernment lands. The Indians are within their rights, ac¬ 
cording to treaty, and some arfcue that in depriving them 
of these treaty rights of hunting and trapping on Crown 
lands, the white man would be going one step'farther in 

On the other hand, it is of little use evolving and enforc¬ 
ing conservation laws when such w holesale killing as in¬ 
stanced above, is allowed to go on. 

This question of lights formed a major part of the dis¬ 
cussions at the Fish and Game convention held here this 
fall. It was pointed out that live Indians have freedom to 
hunt regardless of age or sex of animals at any season of 
the year. A continuance of this freedom must result in 
rapid extinction of game which will deprive even the ln- 
lians themselves of their hunting. A resolution was pass¬ 
ed urging upon the Dominion and Provincial governments 
the necessity for measures to bring Indians subject to 
general game laws. There is a section in the Indian Act 
which provides that the Minister of the Interior may, by 
public notice declare that on or after certain dates, the 
laws respecting game, in force in prairie provinces, may

Church Advances 

How often is the expression heard 

"it is not worth a d-.” Sound bad 

and Dr. Richard Robert, moderator of 
the L nited Church of Canada, caused 
quite a stir the other day when he us¬ 
ed the word during the course of an 
address. There were those who gasp¬ 
ed when they heard that such a dis¬ 
tinguished clergyman had resorted to 
“profanity” in order to give expres¬ 
sion to his feelings. But, as the Sud¬ 
bury Star explains, educationists and 


Ottawa, Dec. 11—The “new deal” 
for the Canadian farmer, belated and 
slow as it may have been, is beginning 
to be apparent here and there, one 
would judge by a statement. given 
out the other day by Hon. E.N. Rhodes 
the Minister of Finance. The new 
legislation by which a farmer who has 
gone under from the accumulation of 
debts and obligations can make 
compromise with his creditors, on a 
basis which gives him at least a 
chance of getting along in future, is 
now in effect in the whole of Canada. 

Illustrating better than pages of 
statistics could do the value of the 
•new legislation, Mr. Rhodes, cites the 
following cases, among others: 

”A farmer somewhere in the Pic- 
tou country went into the Official Re¬ 
ceivers’ office with total liabilities of 
$4,121. When he came-out again, af¬ 
ter a settlement of his affairs, his to¬ 
tal liabilities were $3,203.40. His 
creditors had accepted the reduction. 

“His mortgage, which had been 
$3,800, being part of the purchase 
price of his land, had been reduced to 
$3,000. The interest fate on the mort¬ 
gage, which had been 6 per cenL was 
reduced to 4 (a saving of $108 in •car¬ 
rying charges annually on this item 
alone). 

“Chattel mortgage was extended 
and the interest reduced to 4 per-cent. 

"These were the farmers’ own pro¬ 
posals.” 

Another striking case from Rose- 
town, Saskatchewan: 

This farmer bought land at $50 an 
acre in 1018, and although he had al¬ 
ready paid in excess of $18,000 on the 
purchase price he still owed $16,150 
all of which was in default. In addi¬ 
tion, he owed $1,200 in taxes and 
liens against the land. He had 15 un¬ 
secured creditors with claims total¬ 
ling $1,200. 

The settlement was rather unus¬ 
ual. The party from whom the far¬ 
mer had purchased the land (a half 
section) agreed to take a ‘quit claim’ 
deed to one of the quarter sections, 
and transfer the other quarter sec¬ 
tion, on which were the man’s build¬ 
ings, to the farmer clear of all in¬ 
cumbrance, except one-half the taxes 
and relief liens. The unsecured credi¬ 
tors agreed to take a sum of $670 
spread over three years. 

Thus, by rutting the farm in half, 
liabilities of $18*600 were cut to $1,- 
270 and the farmer had a chance to 
succeed on a more modest scale of 
farming, with the interest incum-
